Rumsfeld condemns abuse; 
20 incidents in Afghanistan, 
Iraq now being investigated 

WASHINGTON! The deaths of 10 prisoners and 
abuse of 10 more in Iraq and Afghanistan 
are under criminal investigation, the Army 
disclosed Tuesday as U.S. commanders in 
Baghdad announced interrogation changes 
and the White House sought to blunt a widen- 
ing and increasingly damaging controversy. 

Defense Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld 
condemned abuses of Iraqi prisoners by 
U.S. soldiers as “totally unacceptable and 
un-American.” 

Among Tuesday’s revelations, one week 
after the publication of 
devastating details of 
Iraqis suffering physical 
and sexual abuse at the 
hands of U.S. soldiers: 

• The Army said one sol- 
dier had been court-mar- 
tialed for using excessive 
force in shooting to death 
an Iraqi prisoner last September. The soldier 
was reduced in rank and dismissed from the 
Army, an official said. 

• The Army also disclosed that it had 
referred to the Justice Department a homi- 
cide case involving a CIA contract interroga- 
tor alleged to be responsible for the death of 
an Iraqi prisoner last November. 

In Baghdad, the new commander of U.S.- 
run prisons in Iraq said he would cut in half 
the number of Iraqis in the notorious Abu 
Ghraib prison and end some interrogation 
techniques considered humiliating. 

In somber tones at his first Pentagon news 
conference since the reports of abuse surfaced, 
Rumsfeld said Americans should not believe 
that the behavior captured in the photographs 
of grinning U.S. soldiers posing with naked 
Iraqi prisoners is tolerated, robertburns(ap)

WASHINGTON 

L-A.-Washington Flight Is 
Target of Unspecified Threat 

A daily United Airlines flight from 
Los Angeles to Washington Dulles 
International Airport is undergo- 
ing extra security checks because 
of an unspecified threat. A United 
spokesman confirmed Thursday 
the Transportation Security 
Administration is conducting 
additional checks of the crew and 
passengers on Flight 200.

WASHINGTON I Iraq probably will 
continue to be unstable and vio- 
lent for more than a year, US. com- 
manders said Tuesday in announc- 
ing plans to keep the current level 
of 135,000 American troops there 
through the end of next year. 

The decision acknowledges Iraq 
is much more dangerous than gen- 
erals had hoped earlier this year, 
when they planned to cut the num- 
ber of occupying troops to about 
115,000. 


Since then, violence by Sunni 
and Shiite Muslim extremists has 
surged, making April the deadliest 
month for American troops since 
the March 2003 invasion. Several 
US. allies also have decided to pull 
their forces out, most notably Spain, 
which had about 2,300 troops in a 
volatile area of south- central Iraq. 

Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld on Tuesday ordered about 
10,000 active-duty Army soldiers 
and Marines to prepare to ship out

to Iraq in the next few months. 

They will help replace 20,000 
soldiers in the Army’s 1st Armored 


Division and 2nd Armored Calvary 
Regiment who were being kept in 
Iraq for as long as three months past 
their one-year tours of duty. Another 
10,000 active-duty troops will be 
called up to fill out the replacement 
forces, Rumsfeld said. 

Keeping such high troop levels 
in Iraq will further strain a military 
already stretched thin. All or part of 
nine of the Army’s 10 divisions are 
in Iraq or Afghanistan. Some ana- 
lysts say the Pentagon has to expand 
the military or reduce its worldwide 
commitments, matt kelley (ap)

Ally for Legal Drug Imports 


HHS chief foresees 
consumer savings with 
legalized prescriptions 

WASHINGTONIA senior Bush admin- 
istration official on Tuesday said for 
the first time that legalizing pre- 
scription drug imports was inev- 
itable and would save consumers 
money. 

Health and Human Services 
Secretary Tommy Thompson, 
whose agency has led the opposi- 
tion to imported drugs, also said 
he would advise President Bush 
not to stand in the way of legisla- 
tion to make it legal for drugs to be 


imported from abroad. 

“I think it’s coming,” Thompson 
said at a news conference devoted 
mainly to the new Medicare dis- 
count drug cards. 

Asked whether legislation would 
help bring down drug prices in the 
United States, Thompson initially 
said the drug cards would reduce 
prices. But after he was pressed on 
the topic, he said drug imports also 
would help American consumers. 

But he warned that such a move 
would be expensive because regu- 
lators, to ensure safety, would have 
to increase inspections of foreign 
pharmaceutical plants and pack- 
ages of prescription drugs enter- 


ing this country. 

Several bills are pending in 
Congress to permit drug imports 
from Canada and elsewhere. 

Until now, the administration 
and Republican congressional lead- 
ers have been united 
in their opposition 
to such legislation, 
saying there is no 
’ ji way to ensure safe- 
ty. Proponents have 
Thompson argued that frustra- 
tion with rising drug 
prices and growing defiance of a 
federal ban on drug imports would 
force action before the November 
elections, mark sherman (ap)

headed by former Vice President 
A1 Gore said Tuesday it is buying a 
cable channel and launching a news 
network that will offer “irreverent 
and bold” programming for young 
adults. 

Gore’s company, INdTV 
Holdings, is buying the Newsworld 
International 
channel from 
Vivendi Universal 
Entertainment 
for an undisclosed 
sum. 

Newsworld 
International is a 
24 -hour channel broadcasting 
international news produced by 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corp. 
It is seen in about 17 million North 
American households, according to

Gore said the network will be “an 
independent voice in this industry” 
with a primary target audience of 
people between 18 and 34.

U.S. Envoy Protests Sudan’s 
Seat on Human Rights Body 

The United States walked out of a 
U.N. meeting Tuesday to protest the 
decision to give Sudan a third term 
on the Human Rights Commission.

Trying to Weather a Storm 


Top Bush aides take to 
Arab airwaves over the 
prisoner abuse scandal 

WASHINGTON I A chagrined Bush 
administration searched on Tuesday 
for ways to quell outrage abroad and 
dismay at home over photos that 
show smiling U.S. soldiers posed 
beside Iraqi prisoners set up in 
shameful positions. 

One day after President Bush 
ordered the Pentagon to investigate 
swiftly and punish accordingly, it 
was clear that that response alone 
would not satisfy. The U.S. capital 
reverberated with questions about 
why U.S. officials kept the matter 
under wraps and were slow to act, 
and whether this type of behavior 
had happened to others. 

Overseas, U.S. embassies asked 
for guidance on how best to respond 
to the inquiries they were getting, 
and were referred to transcripts 
of what President Bush’s top aides 
were saying publicly at home. Those 
aides rushed before TV cameras tar- 
geting Arab audiences, promising 
justice and expressing regret. 

Secretary of State Colin Powell, 
at the United Nations for meet- 
ings on the Middle East, said the 
Americans responsible would be 
“dealt with in a way that the world 
can observe and watch.” 

Deputy Secretary of State Rich- 
ard Armitage told Al-Hurra televi- 
sion that punishment will be doled 
out “appropriately and correctly,” 
because Americans want to be seen 
as “people who take the view that 
no one’s above the law.”

OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

Iraq’s U.S. -appointed human 
rights minister resigned to 
protest prisonerabuse, and he 
demanded that Iraqis be allowed 
to help run detention facilities. 
Four U.S. soldiers died after 
their vehicle overturned during a 
combat patrol north of Baghdad. 


Militiamen launched a bar- 
rage of mortar shells against a 
U.S. base in the holy city of Najaf. 
Doctors said escaped hos- 
tage Thomas HamiM’s kid- 
nappers had surgery performed 
on his wounded arm during his 
three weeks of captivity. 


And appearing on A1 Arabiya, 
Bush’s national security adviser, 
Condoleezza Rice, said that Bush 
“will speak directly to the Arab 
world.” A White House official 
said the president may do inter- 
views with Arab television. 

But beneath the administra- 
tion’s public contrition lay private 
doubts about whether there was any 


way to minimize the damage. One 
senior State Department official, 
who asked not to be identified, said 
there was a sense at the agency that 
this bad publicity must simply be 
weathered, for “words cannot argue

U.S. Scraps

Techniques 

New commander says 
prisoners in Iraq will 
no longer be hooded 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The new command- 
er of U.S. -run prisons in Iraq said 
Tuesday he would cut in half the 
number of Iraqis in the notori- 
ous Abu Ghraib prison and quash 
some interrogation techniques con- 
sidered humiliating, such as hood- 
ing prisoners. 

The announcement came as 
Iraqis freed from coalition jails 
— emboldened by photographs of 
abused prisoners — stepped forward 
with new allegations of beatings, 
sleep deprivation and hours spent 
hooded and kneeling before inter- 
rogators. 

Reeling from such claims, the 
U.S. military said it was ordering 
troops to use blindfolds instead of 
hoods, and requiring interrogators 
to get permission before depriving 
inmates of sleep — one of the most 
common techniques reported by 
freed Iraqis. 

Maj. Gen. Geoffrey Miller, for- 
mer commander of the U.S. prison 
at Guantanamo Bay, said his chang- 
es to interrogation techniques were 
aimed at getting “the maximum 
amount of intelligence” while treat- 
ing prisoners in a humane manner. 
He said he would cut the number 
of inmates at Abu Ghraib to fewer 
than 2,000 from the current 3,800.

Berlusconi Hits 
Itaiian Miiestone 


Premier beeomes the 
longest-serving leader 
since end of WWII 

ROME I Despite public gaffes and 
criminal charges, billionaire pre- 
mier Silvio Berlusconi enters the 
record books Wednesday for head- 
ing the longest- surviving govern- 
ment of post-World War II Italy — a 
remarkable feat in this country of 
ever- squabbling politicians. 

Since the republic was founded in 
1946, Italy has had 59 administra- 
tions, lasting less than a year on aver- 
age. Berlusconi’s coalition, formed in 
June 2001, tied the record of 1,059 
days in power on Tuesday. 

His government’s duration may 
seem remarkable given the inter- 
nationally publicized accusations of 


corruption and questions about the 
propriety of a premier owning a vast 
portion of the nation’s media. He 
has also staunchly backed the U.S. 
war in Iraq and sent 3,000 troops 
there even though most Italians 
oppose the war. 

His opponents 
are bitterly cha- 
grined that he has 
made it this far. 
The conservative 
premier, meanwhile, 
has always said Italy 
needs a strong leader to serve a full 
five-year term. He may make it. 

“He is still on the horse,” wrote 
Vittorio Feltri, editor of the con- 
servative Libero newspaper, in a 
front-page editorial. “Evidently, 
he knows how to stay in the sad- 
dle.”

Palestinian Boy

Pilot program for rail 
security checks debuts 
at Pr.

NEW CARROLLTON, MD. I Blanche 
Simmons let out a surprised gasp 
when small jets of air blew on her 
clothes and puffed up her hair as 
she walked through a new bomb 
sniffing machine at a suburban 
Washington rail station. 

On her way Tuesday to catch the 
3:45 p.m. train home to Baltimore, 
Simmons was one of the first to 
take part in a federal pilot pro- 
gram to test if rail passengers can 
be screened effectively and quick- 
ly for explosives before they board 
trains. 

Amtrak and commuter rail pas- 
sengers at the New Carrollton sta- 
tion will have to pass through the 
“puffer” machine and have their 
bags screened during the 30 -day

Congress Acts on 
D.C. Water Crisis

with lead- contaminated water has 
prompted a congressional plan to 
overhaul national drinking water 
regulations. 

Del. Eleanor Holmes Norton, 
D-D.C., and Sen. James Jeffords, 
I-Vt., introduced legislation into both 
houses of Congress on Tuesday to 
tighten lead testing and standards 
for water systems nationwide. 

The bill also would set aside $200 
million in federal funds per year over 
four years to replace lead water ser- 
vice lines.

Hobbled Boeing Hires Ethics Watchdog 


Statement signals 
future interest hikes 
at a measured’ pace 

WASHINGTON! Federal Reserve poli- 
cy-makers left a key interest rate at a 
46 -year low on Tuesday but dropped 
their promise to be patient before 
they start raising rates. 

Many economists saw the state- 
ment by Federal Reserve Chairman 
Alan Greenspan and his colleagues 
as a strong signal that rates will start 
rising this summer. Most said they 
believed the Fed’s first rate hike in 
more than four years will occur in 
August, although a minority said 
it could come as early as the Fed’s 
next meeting in June. 

“They are no longer signaling 
that they can stay on hold for a num- 
ber of months,” said Lynn Reaser of 
Banc of America Capital. 


All analysts said that any actual 
Fed rate increases will depend on 
how the economic data comes out 
over the next few months, particu- 
larly in terms of jobs. 

Investors were heartened by the 
part of the Fed statement that said, 
“The committee believes that policy 
accommodation can be removed at a 
pace that is likely to be measured.” 

“That is about as clear a statement 
as Greenspan could have put out,” 
said David Wyss, chief economist at 
Standard & Poor’s in New York. “He 
said. We are going to raise rates and 
we are going to do it slowly.’” 

The funds rate currently is at a 
46 -year low of 1 percent, where it 
has been since last June. Consumers 
and businesses have enjoyed a pro- 
longed period oflowborrowing costs 
as the Fed has battled to jump-start 
economic growth over the past three

Gas-electric vehicles 
mean trickier rescues 
for emergency teams 

H Y B R I D S I The growing popularity 
of hybrid vehicles is a step toward 
cleaner air and less dependence 
on gasoline. But for rescuers at 
accident scenes, they represent a 
potential new danger: a network 
of high-voltage circuitry that may 
require some precise cutting to save 
a trapped victim. 

“You don’t want to go crushing 
anything with hydraulic tools,” 
said Samuel Caroluzzi, an assis- 
tant chief with the Norristown Fire 
Department outside Philadelphia. 
“It’s enough to kill you from what 
they’re telling us in training.” 

Hybrids draw power from two 
sources, typically a gas or diesel 
engine combined with an electric 
motor. The battery powering the 
electric motor carries as much as 
500 volts, more than 40 times the 
strength of a standard battery. 

Manufacturers have published 
guides showing where the electric 
components are on their models. On 
the Toyota Prius and other hybrids. 


the high-power cables are colored 
bright orange to catch the eye of a 
rescue worker or a mechanic. 

But there are concerns over what 
happens if something goes wrong 
and the battery, ignition and other 
points are inaccessible. 

“It’s the ‘what-if’ that wor- 
ries me,” said David Castiaux, an 
instructor for Mid-Del Technology 
Center in Del City, Okla., who teach- 
es rescue workers about hybrids. 

Chris Peterson, a service training 
instructor for Toyota, said the Prius’s 
electric system should shut down if 
anything goes wrong. “There should 
not be high voltage in those cables, 
but I’m not going to stand up and 
say there isn’t,” he said. 

First responders are taught to 
disconnect the battery and turn 
off the key immediately before 
cutting into a car, but that’s not 
always possible. 

“Years ago you could just cut 
with your extrication tools through 
a post, but now you have to look 
before you cut,” said Ken Nelsen, 
chief of the Iselin Fire Department 
District 11 in Woodbridge Township, 
N.J. “It’s just another thing you need 
to worry about.”

The headlight lenses on my car are 
not as bright as they once were. I 
cleaned the outside to remove road 
dirt, but they still look dark.

Is this going to 
cause problems down the road? 

You may find a very slightly ele- 
vated carbon problem over a long 
period of time. You can combat this 
by using a high-quality (not $2 a 
can) fuel injector cleaner on a reg- 
ular basis. The time interval will 
depend on the chemical manufac- 
turer’s recommendations.

The 100-Day Sprint to the Olympics 


Construction lags as Athens plans for Games 


OLYMPICS I The sprint to the 
Olympics is being run through an 
obstacle course. 

Frantic work — including on the 
main stadium — slogs on in mud, 
rain and at night. Roads and squares 
are ripped up for repaving or new 
rail lines. Cement mixers and cranes 
snarl city traffic. Whirlwinds of dust 
spin through neighborhoods. 

Ready or not, the Athens 
Games will start 100 days from 
Wednesday. 

Preparations for these games 
have been racked by delays and 
glitches. Four years ago, about the 
biggest last-minute concern offi- 
cials in Sydney had was planting 
flowers outside arenas. 

The International Olympic 


Committee arrives Monday for its 
last major inspection visit before 
the Aug. 13-29 Games, hoping 
everything comes together in the 
days ahead. 

That applies even to the main 
stadium’s new roof, whose two 
huge arches still must be moved 
into place. Attempts to glide the 
two sides into place could begin 
later this week. 

Other key projects, including a 
new tram line, are not expected to 
be ready until less than a month 
before the opening ceremony. And 
progress on a roof for the swim- 
ming pool was so far behind, it 
was scrapped altogether. 

It wasn’t supposed to be like 
this.

When Athens was awarded 
the Olympics in 1997, organizers 
boasted that 70 percent of the ven- 
ues were in place. 

But the system couldn’t shake its 
old habits. The Socialist government 
(which was ousted in elections in 
March) let three years slip by with 
little progress on Olympic work. 

Then came Sept. 11, 2001. Those 
attacks — and later terrorist strikes 
in Turkey and Spain — turned the 
Athens Games into the biggest secu- 
rity effort in Olympics history. The 
price tag has reached nearly $1.2 
billion and could rise if threats 
escalate. 

For the first time, the IOC took 
out cancellation insurance, which 
protects against a terrorist attack, 
earthquakes and other natural 
disasters. The $170 million pol- 
icy would give the IOC, national 
Olympic committees and sports 
federations enough money to con-

F I N A L E S I Among all the coverage of 
the “Friends” finale, call this article 
The One That Explains What Makes 
“Friends” Unique. 

The reason can be boiled dovm to 
a pair of \vords: “six” and “equal.” 

As a final display of this alchemy, 
the series’s hour-long conclusion airs 
tomorroAV night on NBC at 9 p.m. 
(preceded by an hour-long retrospec- 
tive). With that, a fine-tuned comedy 
machine \vill be dismantled. 

“Friends” arrived in September 
of 1994 amid a rash of sitcoms that 
showcased established standup com- 
ics — of the top five hits in 1993- 
’94, four were powered by standup 
names. There had never been a sit- 
com that showcased an ensemble 
of co-equals both in billing and by 
narrative design. 

Another distinguishing factor was 
the lack of conflict among characters. 
Where the plots and humor on most 
sitcoms depend on characters zing- 
ing each other with put- downs, the 
“Friends” friends “really care about 
each other, and act like it,” said David 
Bushman, a curator at the Museum 
of Television and Radio. 

Most of what goes on between 
these six, said Bushman, is friend- 
ship demonstrated in funny or touch- 


ing ways. In place of conflict is a sub- 
text of sexual tension. 

Sometimes it’s more than a sub- 
text. Besides the courtship and mar- 
riage of Chandler and Monica, and 
the Ross-and-Rachel romance, Joey 
had a fling with Phoebe and made a 
play for Rachel. Turns out, staying 
just friends isn’t easy. 

Detractors of “Friends” call the 
series shallow, contrived and too cute 
by half But no one disputes the co- 
stars’ chemistry, or their skill for 
giving their characters an authen- 
ticity that flourished far beyond the 
bounds of the show’s basic formula.

M U S I C I Diana Krall faced two life- 
changing events on the way to her 
new album, “The Girl in the Other 
Room”: her mother’s death and her 
marriage to Elvis Costello.

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VIDEO GAMES I After the first few lev- 
els of “Hitman: Contracts,” the third 
game in this shooter series about a 
Yul Brynner lookalike genetically 
engineered to wipe out bad guys 
with extreme prejudice, fans will 
experience a bit of deja vu. 

Just four years after the origi- 
nal “Hitman: Codename 47” (for 
PlayStation 2, Xbox and PC), 
Eidos has redone most of the lev- 


els in a more elaborate, moodier and 
gloomier format. The trouble with 
remakes is that you always know 
what to expect. 

The appeal of the “Hitman” 
series was always its open-ended 
style: There were myriad ways 
of whacking your targets. In 
“Contracts,” there are even more 
“sneak” options, with a plethora 
of ways to distract police, security 


guards, party guests and others by 
triggering blackouts, hiding bodies 
and clearing crime scenes. 

Apart from its glossy style, 
“Contracts” suffers from a gritty 
sadism that the previous games 
lacked. The first level, which is a 
new one, takes place in a slaughter- 
house where a grotesque character 
named “The Meat King” is throw- 
ing a party among the rotting ani-

mal carcasses. You’re there to kill 
him and his attorney and rescue a 
kidnapped girl, but the girl is found 
dismembered in a scene too revolt- 
ing to describe. 

Earlier games offered the possi- 
bility of killing innocent bystanders 
if you felt like playing like a mani- 
ac. Instead of making it an option, 
“Contracts” seems to revel in the 
slaughter of innocents. 

It may sound hypocritical to say 
about a game like this, but that’s 
not what Agent 47 stands

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Coke, Pepsi expect 
their mid-carb colas 
to find a sweet spot 

D I ET I Coke and Pepsi, trying to put 
more fizz into their soda sales, are 
about to launch new beverages that 
taste like their flagship drinks but 
contain half the sugar, carbs and 
calories. 

Coke’s C2 and Pepsi’s Edge are to 
hit the market in the United States 
this summer. In advance, the com- 
panies offered tastes to supermarket 
executives, restaurant owners and 
other potential retail distributors 
at the Food Marketing Institute’s 
annual trade show in Chicago. 

The new sodas are targeted at 
people who don’t like the calories 
in regular colas but are dissatisfied 
with diet versions. 

The sodas are designed to appeal 
to “people who would like less calo- 
ries but don’t want to compromise 
on taste,” Coca-Cola spokesman 
Mart Martin said. 

Martin dismissed the notion 
that Coca-Cola C2 might become 
another New Coke, a new taste the 
company introduced in 1985 as a 
replacement for its regular soda, 
only to see it rejected by consum- 


ers. Coke returned to its traditional 
drink less than three months later, 
marketing it as Classic Coke. 

Pepsi estimates a potential buy- 
ers’ pool of more than 60 million. It 
wants to keep them loyal to sodas 
so they don’t drift into competing 
beverages such as teas and juic- 
es, said Pepsi spokesman David 
DeCecco. 

The new drinks contain the stan- 
dard high-fructose corn syrup that 
sweetens regular soda, but in small- 
er amounts. 

The corn syrup is supplement- 
ed with Splenda, a no -calorie, no- 
carbohydrate sweetener made 
from sugar. 

The result is a soda with fewer 
calories than regular but more than 
no -cal. For instance, Pepsi says a 
12-ounce can of Edge has 20 grams 
each of sugar and carbohydrates, 
and 70 calories, compared with reg- 
ular’s 41 grams each of sugar and 
carbohydrates, and 150 calories. 

The motivation behind the 
launch is a shift in consumer pref- 
erences, said John Sicher, editor 
and publisher of the trade publi- 
cation Beverage Digest. Americans 
are paying more attention to their 
diets, especially to counting carbs 
and calories, ira dreyfuss (ap)
